“That is the amount of bail one 
would ask for a desperate cri- 
minal,” he declared. He was in- 
terrupted at this point by the 
judge who reminded him that the 
right of bail is not automatic. 

In opposing the application for 
reduced bail, Crown Attorney T. 
F. Forrestell said that despite the 
youthful age.of the seamen they 
were accused of “extreme vio- 
lence.” 

There was, the Crown Attorney 
said, strong evidence that the at- 
tack on the Glenelg was an or- 
ganized attack belng made to dis- 
courage “our system of law and 
order by force.”

At Ther Worst 
In West Manitoba 


Winnipeg, May 5 — (CP) — 
Prairie floods today were at their 
worst in western Manitoba and 
northern Alberta, with the situ- 
ation elsewhere showing contin- 
ued improvement, - 

In Manitoba the town of Min- 
nedosa, 120 miles west of Winni- 
peg, was in the throes of one of 
the most serious floods In its his- 
tory following collapse of_a-dam 
holding back the rampaging Min- 
nedosa River one mile north of 


the town. 

In Alberta Manola, 50 miles 
northwest of Edmonton, and 
White Court, 120-miles northwest, 
were threatened with inundation 
following ice jamming on nearby 
rivers, 7 : 

The Carrot River Valley in 
northern Saskatchewan reported 
conditions improved today, with 
floods which earlier In the week 
forced several families to evacu- 
ate homes now receding. Condi- 
tions also were better in southern 

although rivers 
maintained high levels, 

The collapse of the dam at Min- 
nedosa, whose population totals 
2,000, sent tons of water oyer the 
centre of the town within a short 
time after it broke. Higher points 
also were threatened. 

Two hours after the destruc- 
tion of the dam, which rescue 
crews: had sought to save ‘since 
last Saturday, the Minnedosa 
River had -risen 10 to’ 15 feet, 
showing no signs of receding. 

Telephone communications 
were out an, hour after the dam 
broke and the Canadian Pacific 
Railway bridge. was awash. 

A number of families had evac- 
uated their homes earlier while 
others, who had thought they 
were safe, beat hasty retreats, 
minus furniture and other prop-

Long before Leonard's death, it had be~ 
come one of the basic essentials of civili- 
zation in peace and war, and the founda- 
tion of one of the world’s greatest indus- 
tries: 

Having invented gasoline, Leonard was 
faced with the problem of what to keep 
it in. So he designed the square two-gallon 
can which has become so familiar all over 
Europe, Asia and Africa.

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President Defies 
Congress on Bill 


Washington, May 13 (AP) — 
President-Truman today defied 
Congress to get confidential in- 
formation from the Whitt House 
or the cabinet. 

He told a press conference that 
Congress has no right to confi- 
dential records of members of his 
cabinet, 

He said he would veto any leg- 
islstion requiring such records, 
and that he did not belleve the 
veto would be overridden. 

The courts have held repeat- 
edly, he said, that the president 
and his cabinet cannot be forc- 
ed to divulge confidentlal infor- 
mation. 

Truman was commenting on a 
bill now before Congress which 
would make newspaper men who 
publish Congressional “secrets” 
liable to ‘jail terms and fines. An 
amendment to exempt cabinet of- 
ficers from the ‘bill's provisions 
was rejected yesterday by the 
House of Representatives.

In seeking the dismissals, At- 
torney General Tom.Clark in- 
formed the court the. government 
felt the pension dispute is being 
handled appropriately, that the 
miners are at work and the “pub- 
lic interest . . . is secure.” 

Lewis and the union were con= 
victed of both civil and criminal 
contempt for failing to obey a 
restraining order against a work 
stoppage. 

Lewis was fined $20,000 and 
the Union $1,400,000 on the cri- 
minal contempt convictton, but 
any penalty on civil contempt 
was held in abeyance,

Below Earth’s Surface for More Oil 


Tulsa, Okla, (AP)—The world’s 
first oil rig made to drill a hole 
four miles deep is set up here at 
the International Petroleum Ex- 
position, attended, among others 
by 20 of Alberta’s leading oll 
company ¢xecutives and engin- 


cers. . 

It will hunt for burled seas bot- 
toms as one of the next steps in 
United States oil production, This 
means seas bottoms now far from 
the ocean. 

The world's deepest wells up to 
now are at Caddo County, Okla., 


; 17,823 feet, and near Los Ange- 


les, more than 17,000 feet. Both 
are dry. 

It costs $500,000 or more to dig 
one of these decpest wells, No- 
body is really sure what les four 
miles down, yet ol} men keep try- 
ing. Going down has paid off so 
far. Recently the world's deep- 
est producing well came in Loul- 
siana at 14,192 fect. 

Some oll men here point to the 
Crossroads, New Mexico well, a 
recent addition at 12,200 feet. Not 
so deep maybe, but it gives.at the 
rate. of 200 barrels an hour. 

The Oklahoma 17,823-foot hole 
is down in the Anadarko Basin. 
This is an ancient sea, about 100 
miles long and 40 wide. The 
deepest well failed to hit bottom. 
And oil men here think that at 
the bottom of this sea\ may lie 
some of the richest of all oil 
pools, 

The deep earth {s full of sur- 
prises. On Andros Island in the 
Bahamas, about two miles down, 
an accident let the casing slip and 
fall for more than a mile. 

The explanation is a cavern ly- 
ing with its top two miles below 
the earth's surface. How deep 
this buried cave may be is gucss- 
work. The mile of pipe that went 
into it probably coiled Itself like 
a snake.
